When Onion River, Middlebury, and Hunger Mountain 
co-ops roll out “Vermont Co-op Milk” this month, it will be an 
eventful occasion. The three northern Vermont co-ops have joined 
together to initiate a program that one store would not be able to 
do on its own - to buy milk at a steady price throughout the year 
from one of Vermont’s local dairies and ensure customers with a 
supply of locally produced and bottled milk for many years to 
come. Beginning June 5th, shoppers will find a “Vermont Co-op 
Milk” label on gallons of Monument Farms milk sold in all three 
stores. Monument Farms just celebrated its 75th anniversary last 
summer, and they produce and bottle their own r-BST-ffee milk. 

The three co-ops are trying something completely innovative 
with how they plan to help Monument Farms through rhe peaks 
and valleys of milk price fluctuations. As a group, they plan to 
offer Monument Farms a steady, fair price for tneir milk through- 
out the year. This will provide the dairy with more financial stabil- 
ity. “It’s an old-fashioned handshake deal,” Clem Nilan, Merchan- 
dising Manager at Onion River Co-op says proudly, and it means 
supporting a neighbor in an era when the dairy industry has 
become increasingly national. The co-op label on the milk repre- 
sents the trust that the co-op and the dairy bring to this relation- 
ship. “We want to bring our customers the highest quality local- 
milk we can and we’ve done our research.”
